Parking along some streets in 
Martin is illegal, according to the 
Martin Police Department’s code 
of enforcement which gives police 
officers the right to tow away 
any automobiles parked along 
those city streets. 

Neighbors of some UTM 
fraternity houses have issued 
complaints about obstructed 
traffic at night to Mayor Brundige 
and the Martin City Council. 

“Members of the police 
department are authorized to 
prevent obstruction of traffic «nd 
to remove from the streets and 
impound any unattended vehicle 
which is parked so as to constitute 
an obstruction or hazard to normal 
traffic." states Section 9 Article 
604 of the law enforcement code. 

Scheduled events at fraternity 
houses at night that required more 
pai'king space than the house had 
was declared a major cause in the 
obstruction of traffic, according to 
Martin Police Chief Wayne 
Garner.

eight hours before the operation.” 

According to Sydnor, a model of 
Son Tay was built to scale for 
training the troops at Eglin Air 
Base, Florida. 

He attributed much of the raid’s 
success to this model and the night 
sight, a device attached to a rifle 
which allows the soldier to aim 


rehearsals. 

He said that while it took an 
ample amount of planning, 
compared to last year’s attempt^ 
rescue of the U.S. hostages held in 
Iran, “It was a piece of cake. 

“As far as the Iranian rescue 
mission was concerned, there is so 
much that hasn’t been told, some of 
which will some day be revealed 
and some perhaps can’t be,” 
Sydnor commented. 

At an 11a.m. press conference in 
the University Center. Sydnor 
suggested that deception may have 
been part of the United States’ 
game plan in the Iranian crisis. 

“By saying that nothing could be 
done, the Iranians would be less 


likely to expect a raid.” he .said. 

The recipient of the Distin¬ 
guished Service Cross, the second 
highest U.S. medal of honor, down¬ 
played the rumor that the Army 
isn’t ready for war. 

We have never been ready to 
fight,” .said S.vdnor. “The scale of 
measuring readiness has been 
raised, so we look as though we 
aren’t as ready as we were two or 
three years ago. 

“If we had the kind of [leople that 
we had during the draft, it would 
be much easier to train them in 
technical areas,” he added. 
“Yesterday’s .soldier was not a 
better soldier: he just didn’t have 
as much to learn.” 


some prisoners actually saw the 
Son Tay raid taking place from 
another camp. Some prisoners also 
testified that they had spent over 
three years in solitary confine¬ 
ment. 

Sydnor said that in preparing 
for the raid, security was of 
paramount interest. 

“We were not able to share any 
information with the troops,” he 
said, “They didn’t know that we 
would be attacking Son Tay until 


more accurately. 

Sydnor, who began his military 
career in 1945 with the Navy, 
refused to comment on the number 
of casualties at Son Tay. 

“The term body count was the 
worst thing tha came out of 
Vietnam for the Army,” said 
Sydnor. 

The father of three added that he 
was very excited about the raid, 
which took three months of 
preparation and 160 complete

“She has 
worked hard to help begin the 
process of building an outstanding 
women’s basketball program at 
UTM, a commitment our staff 
remains dedicated to .seeing com¬ 
pleted. 

“Judy has that special ability to 
analyze and adjust under game 
conditions and to get the 
maximum effort from her players. 
We know she will be an 
outstanding coach for Marshall 
University, and we certainly wish 
her the very best” 

Giles said Southard will 
continue to recruit from UTM and 
work to promote the I.Ady Pacers’ 


athletics program through April. 
Southard will return to UT Martin 
this summer to conduct the annual 
Lady Pacers Basketball Camp, set 
June 21-26. 

Southard, whose three-year 
won-lost record at UTM is 27-51, 
said she finds it hard to leave UT 
Martin but looks forward to her 
new challenge at Marshall.

Maintaining the safety of Martin is 
the business of the Martin Police 
Department and recently the parking 
situation around the fraternity houses of 
UTM, especially those located on 
Hannings Lane has become a hazardous 
situation. Masses of cars have lined both 
sides of the street nearly every night 
causing a traffic problem for both 
Martin citizens and the UTM 
community. 

The Martin Police Department has 
moved in. towed away vehicles in 
violation, and rightfully so. With the 
flow of people and cars coming and 
going, the situation was getting out of 
hand. 

The university community and the 
Martin community are not always the 
best of friends. The congestion problem 
caused by the frats was only fuel on an 
already smoldering fire. Surely the 
individual frat member observes the 
laws of his own home town, but to feel 
free from authority in Martin is to avoid 
being a responsible adult. 


The enforcement of the parking 
regulations is harsh, when enacted in 
the form of impoundment, but the 
Martin police were forced to react to a 
growing problem that was sure to get 
worse, not better!

If someone walks up to you 
during April this and 
extends a hand and a smile, 
don't be scared of this new 
person—they will probably 
just be a candidate for a 
student government office. 
Be prepared for an 
overnight change in the 
looks of the campus, too. One 
morning. you1l wake up to a 
paper-plastered campus 
displaying vows and 
promises. Candidateswillbe 
speaking before organiza¬ 
tions. stating their plat¬ 
forms and selling them¬ 
selves to students across 
campus. It will be imprtant 
to listen to these voices, 
because the officers that you 
elect will have a major 
impact on UTM for a full 
year. It takes a lot of nerve to 
run for an office and to be 
willing to put yourself up for 
both criticisms and praise 
for a year, but it's worth 
all the effort. 

To be able to run for an 
SGA office, a student must 
meet certain requirements 
that are outlined in the 


Student Government 
Constitution. A candidate 
must have a 2.00 cumulative 
grade point average and 
have completed at least 
forty-five (45) quarter hours 
(4 quarters work) at UTM at 
the end of the quarter in 
which he/she takes office. A 
candidate must pass an SGA 
constitution test adminis¬ 
tered by the Election 
Commission and complete a 
petition also issued by the 
commission. He/She must 
abide by election and 
campaigning rules. Cam¬ 
paigning rules will be given 
in further detail later, but 
the main point now is that 
there is no campaigning 
until the date set by the 
election commission. 

This all sounds like a lot of 
work, and I know you’re 
wondering what you get in 
return. Besides having a 
good time and voicing an 
opinion in campus affairs, 
an elected officer gets his 
maintenance fee paid for 3 
quarters, his/her books on 
loan free from the bookstore. 


and. depending on theoffice, 
a salary ranging from $100 
to $200 per quarter in office. 
Some nice banquets and 
trips also come with the job 
too. but don’t let all of this 
fool you—one must earn 
what they receive. 

Has something about 
student government this 
year interested you? Do you 
have some talents that could 
be put to work in SGA? 
There’s only one way to try- 
get involved. Think about 
running for office over 
spring break. and come back 
ready to try something new.
